MEMORANDUM FOR MR. RAY: j/' 

Attached ia a memorandum of a meeting with the President on the 
subject of Raas on September 11, 1959 at 11:00 a.m. 

It will bo observed that tho question of tho validity of our policy 
toward Raoa was Implicitly and explicitly involved in the discussion, 

Tho President expressly reaffirmed that portion of our policy 
which provides for U,S. intervention if necessary but which requires 
that United States military action be taken only through or under tire 
auspice 6 of SSATO. 

The President mads the following principal points in so far as 
policy is concerned: 

(1) Any real aggression must be defeated quickly. 

(2) V/e should institute consultations at once with our allies 
and insist that everyone in SEA TO do his part. Mo excuses are 
to bo allowed. To this end ho issued instructions that efforts 
be made immediately to find out v/hat tha other SSATO nations 
v/e re prepared to do and haw quickly they will bo able to move. 
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(3) The United States will_not be the first to roelce_over.t ■

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(4) V/o should go forward with planning, and move \
